THE DEBATE ON THE PARNELL SPECIAL

Balfour’s Offensive Manner — Chamberlain 
Charged by Parnell With Divulging State 
Secrets Vi hile a Member of the Cabinet— 
The White Pasha—United States Consuls 
in Italy to Form a Business Association— 
A French Naval Officer Arrested at Kiel 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, July 31.—Yesterday’s was an ex- 
citing sitting in the House of Commons. 
Party spirit in England runs higher just now 
than at any previous period since the conces- 
sion of the great reform act of 1832. Members 
came down prepared to do battle to the ut- 
most of their ability in support of their con- 
fiicting views respecting the terms of the 
Parnell commission bill. Before this was 
reached there were some sharp passages be- 
tween the Irish members and Balfour, the lat- 
ter, as usual, adopting a studiously offensive 
manner. His insinuation thatthe Naticnalist 
member, Jourdan, in stating that he had seen 
emergency men throw furniture out of the 
windows at evictions, was gulity of 
a falsehood, for some reason remained 
unrebuked by the speaker. Jourdan, who bad 
given notice of a further question, rose to put 
it; dut in obedience to the cries of his col- 
leagues, ‘‘don’t ask it,’’ sat down again, 
whereupon the Speaker called for the next 
question on the paper. Gladstone’s objection 
to Judge Jay was fully explained dy the let- 
ter from one of his fellow commiasioners on 
the Belfast riots, produced by John Morley. 
This communication was privately handed to 
Bmith, who, after conferring with his col- 
leagues on the subject, returned it without 
comment. It is only just to Judge Day to say 
that his judgments nave never been called in 
question. His conduct as commissioner on 
the Belfast riots was distinguished by rigid 
impartiality. It is contended, however, by 
those who opposed his selection, that plenty 
of judges are available whose views on politics 
and religion are less extreme. 


THE TILT WITH CHAMBERLAIN. 

The excitement became intense when the 
growing ill feeling between Chamberlain and 
the Irish members, with whom he was so 
closely identified not many years ago, found 
expression in an acrimonious dispute between 
him, Parnell and O'Connor. The cry of 
Judas Chamberlain’’ was eagerly fastened 
upon by the Ministerialists, who always hall 
with delight the prospect of a suspension of 
an Irish member. O’Connor withdrew the 
epithet and apologized, and there the incident 
ended. The debate will be resumed to-night, 
and is likely to lead to further diversions. 
The Government are determined to make use 


this sitting. There are rumors that Parnell ; 
will make a sensation by objecting altogether 
to the bill, and announcing his intention of 
going before an ordinary jury. Parnell, how- 
ever, isa statesman, and invariably keeps 
his own counsel.

AN IMPORTANT CASE. 


Detroit’s Complaint Against the New York 
Central and Grand Trunk. 


CHICAGO) III., July 31.—The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in session here to-day, 
took up one of the most important cases that 
has yet been brought up before that 
body. It is the case of the 
Detroit Board of Trade and the Merchants’ 
and Manafacturers’ Association against 
the New Yori Central, Grand Trunk and West 
Shore Railways. All the members of the com- 
mission were present. The complaint is 
signed by J. „ Flynn, President of the 
Board of e, and D. D. Thorp of 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Ex- 
change. The counsel for complainants are 
Aionzo C. Raymond and Alfred Russell; coun- 
sel for — auts, Ashley Pond and Henry 
R he testimony in the case is ex- 
tremely voluminous. The complaint is that 
foralongtime the merchants and business 
men of Detroit have suffered by unjust dis- 
crimination in favor of Chicago at 
the hands of the roads named. In doing 
this the railroads had violated sections 
land 8 of the interstate commerce act, and 


alleged, stated that the Grand Trunk, 
New York Central and West Shore 
roads form a through trunk line from 


Chicago to New York and the East, and 
that their profits on that class of business is 
divided proportionately among them. The 
unit rate was the rate between Chicago and 
New Tork, or all the points having the New 
York rate. The Detroit people claim that 
their proportion should not exceed 70 per cent 
— rate under the long and short 
aul. 


THE PORT-AU-PRINCE FIRES. 


Further Details of the Conflagration in the 
Capital of Hayti. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 31.—The steamship 
Villaverde has brought full tidings of the 
great incendiary fires that swept Port-au- 
Prince, the capital of Hayti, on the 4th and 
7th insts. As reported previously, the fire 
commenced in the Chambre des Deputes on 
the afternoon of July 4, the balconies and out- 
side passages up-stairs having been set on 


fire. From that int it burned down to Rue 
d’ Arsenal, eae ng away the uivalent of 
three squares of biocks of buildings. This 


the first fre at $3,000,000. 
that the fires of both dates destroyed some 850 
buildings and thatthe loss amounts to $2,000, - 
000. The fire of July 7, was in another.section 
of the arsenal district. It broke out during 
the afternoon in four different localities, prac- 
tically at the same instant. 

It seems to be more than a coincidence that 
the burned should be the section occupied by 
the adherents of Gen. Manigat and Senator 
Legitime, who started the insurrection 
movement of wa 17-20 and who have since 
been expelied. They were too dangerous for 
President Salomon to shoot and he sent 
them off, but it is said that their 
pert adherents were crowed into the prison. 
tis believed that Salomon’s own party fired 
that section to please him. This seems to be 
born out by the fact that the consuls who 
asked for foreign men-of-war were officially 
snubbed for their interference. and their ves- 
sels were sent off. They knew what was 
ahead, and their action in May prevented 
bloodshed. 


TROUBLESOME REDSKINS. 


Gen. Howard Prepared to Promptly Inter- 
* cept the Bad Indians. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 31.—The War De- 
partment is in receipt of the following tele- 
gram from the commandant at San Carlos, 
Arig. , forwarded by Gen. Howard, under date 
of July 29: 

Capt. Lee, under discretionary orders I 
had given him prior to receipt of your tele- 


gram of this date, has just returned to this 
post. He reports that the serious trouble re- 
sulted from a quarrel among the Indians 
themselves. Capt. Lee remained up-

BARTLEY CAMPBELL FINISHES HIS DAYS IN 
THE MIDDLETOWN ASYLUM 


The Playwright’s Insanity—His Remarkable 
and Successful Career—The Breakdown 
Two Years Ago by Overwork—Financial 
Troubles—A wont for the Funeral.

New York, July¥31.—Bartley Campbell, the 
playwright, died at 8 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon in the Insane Asylum at Middletown, 
N. T., where he has been confined for the 
past two years. Shortly afterwards the fol- 
lowing telegram was received at the office of 
the Actors’ Fund, No. 15 Fifth Avenue. 

Benj. A. Baker, Assistant Secretary Actors’ Fund: 
Campbell is dead; 
Rn. Sibxzx H. TALCOTT, Superintendent. 

Insane Asylum, Middletown, N 2 

Upon receipt of this telegram Mr. Baker at 
once dispatched a messenger to notify Mrs. 
Campbell, who lives on Forty-seventh street, 
of the death of her husband, but found that 
Dr. Talcott had anticipated his message by a 
telegram to Mrs. Campbell. 

Bartholomew Campbell was 47 years of age 
at the time of his death and leaves a widow 
and two grown sons, one of whom, Robert, is 
connected with the Madison Square Theater, 
and the other with the Fourteenth Street The- 
ater. His body will be brought to this city to- 
day and will be taken in charge by Undertaker 
James J. Slevin of No. 25 Spring street, the 
undertaker fur the Actors’ Fund, who will 
embalm and prepare it for burial. The funeral 
services will be held at Dr. Houghton's Wit- 
tle Church-Around-the-Corner’’ at Twenty- 
ninth street to-morrow at an hour yet to be 
fixed, and the body will be taken thence to 
Pittsburg for interment. 

The cause of death was paresis or softening 
of the brain. 

THE DEAD PLAYWRIGHT. 

When Mr. Cambpell first became insane he 
was sent to Bloomingdale Asylum, but re- 
mained there only three moaths and was then 
transfe to the asylum at Middletown, 
where he remained until the time of bis death. 
Since his confinement in the asylum he bas 
been cared for and his expenses have been 
paid by the Actors’ Fund, which will also have 
charge of his funeral. 

The career of Bartley Campbell, journalist, 
author, playwright and manager, has been 
marked with events of more than ordinary 
interest. He was born in Pittsburg in 1641 and 
at an early age became a reporter on the 
Leader in that city. The ambitious playwright 
kept alive by writing lurid tales for the cheap 
story papers and did some more newspaper 
work 2 t. Louls and in New York. In 1878 
be became business man and dramatist of 
Hooley’s Theater in Onicago, and while there 
he wrote ‘‘Peril,’’ which was put on 
and had a fairly successful run. The 
„Gallery Slave“ netted its author about 

,000; then came ‘‘Siberia,’’ the profits 

of which, in about three years, amounted to 
100, 000. Separation“ appeared at the Union 
uare, with Mr. Chas. CogMlan and Misses 
Maud Harrison and Eleanor Carey in the cast, 
and ran there for a hundred nights. Risks, 
an insurance drama, was first produced by 
Mr. John T. Raymond at McVicker’s Theatre,

In May, 188, his actions 
were irrational and violent, and he was sent 
by Justice White of the Yorkville Court to 
Bellevue Hospital for examination as to his 
sanity. ’

meissomething that I cannot understand. 
This is the way they treated John McCullough, 
but they will soon find that I am a different 
sort of a man.

The Democratic City Committee will meet 
to-morrow evening to discuss the manage- 
ment of the primaries on August II, to select 
delegates to the State Conventions at Spring- 
field on August 15 and at Jefferson City on 
August 22.

THE ITALIAN MURDERESS ENTERS UPON 
HER LIFE TERM. 


Affecting Scene Between the Woman and 
Her Attorney, Wm, F. Howe—A Letter of 
Gratitade — The Removal From the 
Tombs to Blackwell’s tsland—Providing 
for the Murderess’ Child. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispPatcn. 

NEw Tonk, July $1.—Shortly after noon yes- 
terday Deputy Sheriff Burke flasbed his dia- 
mond shirt stud on the gate keeper of the 
Tombs Prison, and that functionary hastened 
to turn the ponderous key and swing open the 
heavy iron gate. Mr. Burke strode rapidly 
through the corridor and presented a paper to 
Warden Osborne. It wasthe official commu- 
tation of tho sentence of Chiara Cignarale 
from hanging to life imprisonment. Chiara 
was in her cell awaiting the summons to 
change her temporary abode for the per- 
manent one on Biackweil’s Island. Her 
counsel, Lawyer William F. Howe, 
had called on her in the morning, and Chiara 
had received him with great enthusiasm. She 
threw her arms around his neck and kissed 
him twice. Shethanked him repeatedly for 
his efforts in her behalf. He bade her be hove- 
ful, and she said she was resigned to her fate. 
After he had gone she wrote him a tor, of 
whioh this is « translation: 

CHIARA’S GRATITUDE. 

MY Dan sm AND COUNSEL: Deign to accept 
the last of my thanks and gratitude for all 
your great labors for me, 4 poor. disgraced 
mothes.

A HORRIBLE DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 


Henry Heesh, a Retired Saloon-Keeper, Mur- 
ders His Wife and Suicides. 


CMA, July 81.—A horrible double tragedy 
was brought to light shortly after midnight by 
the police, when the bodies of Henry Heesch, 
a retired saloon-keeper, and his wife were 
found in their apartments at No. 150 South 
Sangamon street. Both the Heeshes were well 
past middle agé and were looked upon dy 
their neighbors as a happy conple. They were 


last seen Saturday — — on the front 
stoop. Sunday morning the newsboy left the 
paper and the milkman the day’s rr.

ects first attracted the attention of the neigh- 
rs. Late last night one of the neighbors 
notified the police and two officers were sent 
to investigate. They broke open the front 
bedroom doorand a sickening sight met their 
view. Inthealcove ofthe bedroom, lying in 
a pool of biood, lay the body of Mrs. Heesh, 
ciad in a night-dress. Proceeding to the next 
room, the officers perceived a ropetied over 
the top of the door frame. A vigorous push at 
the oor and it burst open and the 
officer was nearly knocked: off his feet 
by the body of Heesh, which was hanging 
suspended, the feet almost touching the 
floor. Near by asheet of newspaper, daubed 
with blood, and a butcher's xnife suggested 
the story of the double tragedy. Heesh had 
evidently first killed his wife, then wiped the 
knife, cut off a piece of rope exactly long 
enough to reach from the door-kaob on the in- 
side over the door frame and to allow sufficient 
space for himseifto bang. He had tied the 
— — shut the door and proceeded to his self - 
urder. 

No reason can be assigned for the tragedy. 
Everything around the room bespoke of com- 
fort and there was no indication of any strag- 
gle prior to the murder and suicide.

BATTLE FOR THE FEATHERWEIGHT CHAM- 
PIONSHIP TO BE FOUGHT TO-MORROW. 


A Bard Fight Between Frank Masterson and 
Jack Cummings—Masterson the Winner 
im Sixteen Rounds—Killen Making a Bluff 
at Kilrain—Caccher Farmer Signed by 
the Athletics and Tom Gunning to Be Re- 
leased—Games Abroad Yesterday—Gen- 
eral Sporting News.

In order to guard 
‘against mistake, the managers of the affair 
have caused both fighters and their backers to 
come to this city so that none of the Boston 
and Providence sporting men could follow 
them up. 

Murphy and his backer, Ed Holske, arrived 
here Sunday morning, and after breakfast at 
the Grand Union Hotel went to a summer re- 
sort on Long Island. Havlm and his backer, 
Tom O’Rourke, with Nelson J. Innes of Boston 
arrived here yesterday morning and were also 
soon taken outof town. They will remain at 
their hotel until Thursday night, when they 
will leave forthe fighting ground, said to be 
near New Haven, Conn. The men will weigh 
atthe ring and must scale at 118 pounds or 
less. At present Havlin weighs 116 and 
Murphy 117 pounds. Havlin is one of 
the most remarkabie feather - weight 
pugiliste in the world.
